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EXAMINES THE BRIDGE

EXPERT DECLARES STRUCTURE
OVER WILLAMETTE UNSAFE. °

——

Prohibition of Vehicles Such As Now
Make Dadly Use of Bridge Rec-
ommended By Holmes,

The inter-county bridge across the
Willamette river at Sulem is unsafe
to travel and traflc thereon should be

rohibited, necotrding to a veport of
Toward W, Holmes, sssistant siate
engineer, and o bridge expert. The
strnoture has ontlived alll practical
usefulness, and should he eondemned
withont further delay, says the en-
gineer after having made an exhans-
tive examination of its physical oon-
dition. The prineipal feature of the
yeport rofers to the deterioration of
the metal at the connections, which
Ting deprecinted so that the bridge is
in danger whon enrrying heavy loads,
With the report of the ecngineer it
looks as though Polk and Marion
counties would be compelled to join
in the constenetion of the proposed
new  hridge, the estimated cost o
whieh is around: £250,000, although
Palk is desirons of eévaling any un-
nesessary expense, which wonld he -
eluded in the fortheoming budget. The
report of the engineer in detail is as
follows:

Top Cords—These members are
built up of plates nnd angles with
donble lneing on the lower side, Con-
giderable deterioration has foden place
throughout these members, particular-
1y nt the eonnections, where rust pite
grenter thnn one-sixteenth inel in
depth were noted. Water hos also
pereoluted between the splice plutes,
which, originally, had not been
brought to a proper bhearing fit, sana-
ing vust and seale whioh now is Ful-
Iy one-eighth inch in depth, Between
connecting points, the metal is in'n
fair state of preservation, purficulor-
1y considering the apparent Inck o
maintenaree during the eatly life of
the strucliure. Cenernlly the redue-
tion of a sectional argn is not over
5 por ecent of the original seefion,
Ab the eonnections, however, the re-
duetion in aren of effective metal may
be considered as high as 10 Ear cent,
A few cases were noted whoere the

melnl had deteriorated to the extent|

of 20 per cent of the original arvea,

The principal wenkness in the lop
chords s that eaused by exeengive sag
ar bending at the third and @fth pan-
¢l points from each shoe, this de-
flection varving from one to two inch-
es, A deflestion from one-fourth to
three-fourths was sluo noted at mid-
section and  direstly over the sub-
posts, This bending is accompanied
by a slight defloction in the subver-
tienl looated directly shove the star
connections, The bending above rve-
ferrad to vounld be slightly remedied
by the ndjustable counters; but as the
trouble is eaused primarily by cxces-
sive loading whieh, undonbtedly, has
enused severe stress in the extreme
outer fibers of the metal, the adjnst-
ment mentioned wonld afford only un-
certain and tempotary reliel, with
veference to the top chords, nnder
vegular traffie eonditions.

Bottom Chords and Web-Members.
—The hottom chords and web-mem-
bers in both spans are fairly waoll pre.
aprved exvepting in the immediate vi-
einity of the oonnections, where s
pits and i general reduction of about
15 per cont in the original effective
aren of mutal was observed. All in-
teymedinte aml end posts were found
to be badly rusted below the floor
fevel. Five of the main end posts and
the plates connecting them to the

shoe, ns well as the shoes themselves,

show o large reduction in aren of met-
al due to exeossive rust.

Bub-posts which tend to support
and maintain the top chord in line
ghow considerable deflection wnd
clearly indieate that they are earry-
ing greater loads than that for which
théy were originally designed. As an
indieation of the deteriorated eondi-
tion of the end posts aod other mem-

The west appronch has almost outlive
ed its usefulpess. Many of the tim-
ber piles were found to be badly de-
cayed at the ground line, However,
with u speeial amount of repair work
and replucing certmin timber joists
which are now broken, this portion of
the strueture may be servicesble for
another year, providing fraffic move-
mm]u; is maintained under strict eon-
trol.

General—The examination made
ghows that all the metal work has de-
teriorated and the metal at the eon-
nections has depreciated to such an
extent that the stroeture cannot be
depended upon to safely carry the
loads now imposed npon if, This von-
dition is further emphagized by the
fact that eertain plates connecting the
lower luterals and shoes have rusted
to sueh an extbnt as to almost make
the passnge of traffic ‘over the struc-
fure somewhat ventnresome and hnz-
ardous,

The expansion rollers under the
ghoe nre unusnally small for spans of
the length of those in question and
have become loeked hy corrosion o
the shoes, eansing, under the influence
of temperature chnnges, additional
tengion strefses in the alrendy over-
stregsed bottom chord, This addition-

Harrison Rhodes Passing Declining
Yoars of An Eventful Life on
Rickreall Farm,

Hauerison J. Rhodes of Rickreall,
who on Monday last received n check
from the national government Ifor
#300 pension, this sum having ae-
cumninted sinee he made application,
and an allowanee of $21 per month
during his lifetime, lives alone on u
panch, lis wife having departed this
life some years ago. Duting the ear-
lier days of the war he served with
an Town eavaley, but was enlisted in
spy service by Governor Kirkwood

of Missouri, He was paid in cash, or) 0
by ehecks sent fo Mrs. Rhoifes and |

consequently it was with some difli-
culty that he established bis right to
u pension, having veceived no dis-
charge at the close of the war, The
government vequires  that evidence
showing three months service shall
be presented before a pension shall
be granted, but this Mr, Rlodes did
not have, but nevertheless through
Congressman Hawley's efforts  the
pension was fortheoming nfter sever-
al months of investigation.
Although My, Rhodes is in his
eighty-ficst. year he is hale and strong
for one of his years, The keen visiorn
which he still retuins is shown from
the fuet that reeently he shot and
killed a rabbit with a pistol at & dis-
tancn of sevinty-five yards. During
his sepvice in the Missouri country as
1 union spy he was not infrequently
called upon to vse his trusty weapon
for his own preservation, and it is
said that he made good use of it en
divers ovensions. He posed as a ped-
dler, and as sueh invaded confederate
{lines at will, taking chances of de-
teetion and speedy death, but he fal-
tered mot in his mission, and gained
lmnelt valuable information for the
(northern army. He was the mark of
i bullets, but eseaped withoul having
{been wounded, Never did he earry
{npon  his person  documents tnf nny
| kind that might reveal his identity to
hiostile bands. Sometimes he appear-
ed amony the confederates as a

| proacher, and on these ocoasions he |

{would sppeal to those around him to
[ aceept the gospel and be saved.

| Following the overthrow of the Ha-
| waiian monarehy, Mr, Rhodes acted
| under President Dole as ehief of the
| soerot serviee polive, and there made
| an envishle reeord for himsell and
|'his government. His childven are
|long since grown to manhood and wo-
lont the United States, while this
lof sn eventfud life practieally alone
in the rural realm nenr the wvillage
of Rickreall, at last rewarded in a
weasure for the part he played in pre-

serving the upion.
